The Role of the Soil Mulch 


In Moisture Conservation 


tirring the surface of the 
suil after a rain to produce a 
mulch bas not proved to be any 
more effective in conserving 
soil moisture than where the 
surface has remained untouch- 
ed. 

In the Prairie Provinces, 
where moisture conservation is 
very important, the statement 
sometimes appears that the 
soil should be mulched to pre- 
vent loss of water. This state- 
ment is based on the well- 
known principle of the capil- 
lary movement of the water 
throngh the soil to the surface 
where evaporation may be 
checked by «a suitable mulch, 
Capillary movement, however, 
depends upon the presence of 
some free wacer at a compnara- 
tively shallow depth, When 
this is more than two or three 
feet the upward movement is 
very slow. When it is trom 
eight to ten feet there is prac: 
tically no movement. On the 
Prairies there are few places 
where water can be located as 
near the surface as two or three 
feet, usually the higher limits

Govt. Crop Report 


(Issued by Dept. of Agriculture. 
Edmonton, August 27, 1927) 
The whale province gives 

promise of an excellent crop 
with high average yields of all 
kinds fof grain, Late seeding, 
with abundant moisture in the 
early part of the. season is re- 
sponsible for the somewhat late 
ripening of the general crop. 
The warm sunshine we have 
had this last. week is ripening 
the crops*with great rapidity, 
The early varieties of wheat, 
particularly that sown on light. 
er land, are now mature anda 
considerable amount of cutting 
of this grain has already been 
done, Cutting will not be gen- 
eral, however, until the first 
week of September. 

A careful cheek-up of the 
frost situation shows that thera 
has been no frost damage ex. 
cept in the extreme north- 
eastern section of the province, 
In some isolated districts in 
this area trost struck rather 
heavily. Except in the above 
area the province is eutirely 
free rrom trost damage, Hail 
damnge has been more preva- 
lent than usual, with the result 
that damaye from this source 
will be slightly greater than 
average Rust has made an 
appearance in a few sections. 
The damage from this source, 
however, is negligible, 

Notwithstanding the losses 
caused by the above-mentioned 
agencies, if no further serious 
losses occur, We are convinced 
that the province will have the 
largest total yield of wheat in 
its history, A particularly sig- 
nifieant feature this year is to 
be found in the fact that there 
is a uniformly good crop in 
every section of the province, 

Large numbers ot harvesters 
are now arriving, and it is not 
anticipated that any shortage 
of help will occur,

Aviator Had Narrow Escape 
Frenchman Fell Headlong Nearly 
Four Miles Before Parachute 

Opened 

After a headlong fall of nearly four 
miles through space, a French avia- 
tor, Jean van Laere, suffered merely 
from a rush of blood to his head 
caused by the dizzy drop. 

Van Laere’s parachute failed to 
open when he leaped from his plane 
at an altitude of 7,000 metres and 
remained shut until by some miracu- 
lous atmosphere shock it suddenly 
opened when he was 100 metres 
(about 330 feet) from the earth, The 


}aviator’s fall halted abruptly and he 


dropped gently down into a tree, Iu 
the forest of Carnelle, near Beau- 
mont-Sur-Olse, over which he 
been flying. 

Stunned by his long fall the air- 
man hung only half conscious in the 
branches of the tree for some time 
until he was discovered by members 
of the Forestry Service, who lowered 
him to the ground and carried him to 
their hut, where, after a couple of 
hours’ rest, he regained lucidity and 
was able to give an account of his 
aerial adventure, 

Van Laere was making a test flight 
from Villacoubly Flying Field. Flying 
over the fleld, he climbed tora height 
of 7,000 metres when his respirator 
for some reason stopped functioning. 

While choking in his efforts to ad- 
just the respirator, Van Laere sald, 
he lost control of the plane and de: 
cided he would have to jump to save 
succeeded in

“I am astonished to find myself 
alive,” said the aviator.

Enlightened Red Men 
Old Time Indian Chiefs Who Were 
Loyal To the Government 
Western newspapers are liberal in 
their praise of Chief Thunderchild, 
who died on his reserve near Saska- 
toon a few days ago. He is sald to 
have been the last of the old-timo 
Chiefs, and dS such signed one of the 
half-dozen treaties in the seventies 
by which the red man_ surrendered 
his prairle domain to the advancing 

whites. 

Thunderchild illustrated how for- 
tunate Canada has been In its rela- 
tions with the*aborigines. Ile was one 
of the Chiefs who refused to join Riel 
in the Rebellion of 1885, and remain- 
ed loyal to the Government with 
which he had made a covenant a few 
years earlier. The organization of 
the Northwest Mounted Police in [874 
was a wise move by the Canadian 
Government, and the Indians soon 
learned the value of the force as a 
protecting agency for them. 

Crowfoot, the wise Chief 


of the 


‘| Blackfoot tribe, out near the foot- 


hills, expressed well the view of the 
enlightened Indian when ho signed 
the Blackfoot Treaty in 1877, “If the 
police had not come to the country, 
where would we all be now?” he said. 
“Bad men and whiskey were killing 
us so fast that very few indeed of us 
would have been left today. The 
| police have protected us as_ the 
| feathers of a bird protect it from the 
| frosts of winter.” 

Crowfoot, too, refused to join in the 
| rebellion, and he welcomed the rail- 
way as the natural instrument of the 
white*race which in the Canadian 
West had befriended the natives who 
|had to give way to new conditions.— 
|'Toronto Globe.

water can be found, The mulch, 
therefore, cannot prevent a 
movement which does not exist 
and yet, under certain condi- 
tions a» mulch may materially 
aid in conserving soil moisture, 

Investigations have shown 
that changes in the moisture 
content of the soil may be 
by the movement of 
water as vapour and that this 
movement is affected by varia- 
tions in temperature, On a dry, 
hot day considerable amounts 
of soil moisture may pass up 
through the soil as vapour and 
be lost. A covering of any ma. 
terinl such as straw, leaves or 
sawdu:t, which do not conduct 
the heat readily, will keep from 


the soil temperature and so 
lessen the loss by evaporation 
It is of course out of the ques- 
tion to cover any considerable 
area of land with some heat.
